He attacked 
the presumptucus invaders with his small 
party of Sepoys, greatly inferior in num- 
ber to the enemy, who however, were Com= 
pletely routed, their three Chiefs slain with 
three-fourths of the men, and all their boats 
taken but one, which escaped to carry

Eztract of a Letter from a Spanish Genee 
ral wko was in the last Actions. 

“£ Soult, with seven divisìons of infantry, 
40 pieces of artillery, and 30,000_ cavairy, in 
all 45,009 men, attacked and took, en che 
25th of July, the passes of Maya and Ron. 
cesvailes: the former with 12,000 men, the 
latter with 33,000, commanded by himself in 
person, As the valleys of the Pyrenees do 
vot communicate with each other, except hy 
Pamplona, it was easy. for him, having col- 
tected such numbers, to open himself a pâse 
sage, although with much loss, as Hedrat, in 
Maya, and Coli and Moretti, ta Roncesvalles, 
caused him that of four thousand men. At 
that point he announced to his army that he 
had express orders from the Emperor to be in 
Vittoria on the 31st, after having raised the 

tockade of Pamplona, and in eousequence 
had attacked Coli and Morilli, and obliged 
them, with General Picton, to retire to the 
heights of Huerte, a leagne from Pamplon:. 
Lord Wellington marched there on the 26th, 
and on the 27th, having miracutously escap. 
ed, by only fve minutes, from falling into the 
enemy’s hands, arrived at ten in the moruing 
on those heights, where he was received by 
the troops with that enthusiasm with which a 
victorious General always inspires his so} 
diers. It was fortunate it happened thus, as 
otherwise he would have been necessitated ta 
make a detour of five hours, during which 
time it is certain Picton would have returned 
to the other side of Pamplona; but on his ar. 
rival every thing was remedied, and although 
he had only two divisions (Morillo and Sil.

rival, and when we were expecting a new 
combat, the cnemy was seen retiring by the 
road Roncesvalles and Bastar, under favour 
of the almost impregnubility of his position, 
which Macanui’s division defended-=liord 
Wellingten ordered it to he attacked, and 
took 3000 prisoners, a Colonel, two Lient, 
Colonels, and a great number of subalterus, 
On that day General Hill was Attacked by 
General d'Erlon, who was driven back upon 
Lizasso. We pursued through Bastar, and 
overtook the convoy Under the Goutier of 
Elizande, escorted by 1200 men, with 402
